Hubbard are just names to the new 
generation yet there was a time 
when they exerted a charm and a 
fascination on the reading public 
quite unlike that of any other writ- 
ers. Among the new books you will 
find biographies of both of these 
amazing people. 


The life of Ella Wheeler Wilcox 
by Jenny Ballou is appropriately 
called “Period Piece.” It is a charm- 
ing study of the remarkable Ella | 
and her background and expressed 
her yearnings in verse. Rejection 
slips did not discourage Ella. She | 
persevered and she made good. No 
less than 60,000 copies of her | 
“Poems of Passion” were sold. 


The title of her poems is no in- 
dication of Ella’s way of life. You 
might expect her to have all the ex- 
periences of the adventuress who! 
builds up a scarlet past but Ella’s 
life was most exemplary. She mar- 
ried Robert Wilcox whom she ador- 
ed to his last days. And be it said 
that Robert fulfilleqd his role of a} 
poetress’s husband with the best ' 
grace. When it became too burden- 
some, he went fishing. 

Curiosly enough Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox had a great vogue in Eng- 
land where her work was read by 
aristocrats and plebians alike. She 
was presented at Court and feted 
in grand style. In our own country 
her syndicated column written for 
the Hearst publications became the 
household guide of numberless fam- 
ilies. 

You will find Miss Ballou’s book 
extremely readable. You will re- 
member the vivid pictures Miss Bal- 
lou leaves with you of this inter- 
esting woman who loved public ad- 
ulation. There is the one of Ella 
entering the public library with her 
red sunshade which she forgot to| 
close. The rather pathetic one of 
Ella growing old, bleaching her hair 
and clinging to the touch of co- 
quetry with a spray of honeysuckle 
in the bleached locks. But Miss Bal- 
lou lets you see the warm heart 
that beat under the vulgar trap- 
pings. Undeniably Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox possessed an authentic vein 
of genius which she never took the 
pains to mature. Some of her po- 
etry will live in anthologies, espe- 
cially the famous “Solitude:” 


“Laugh and the world laughs with 
you, 

Weep, and you weep alone; 

For the sad old earth must borrow 
its mirth 

But has trouble enough of its own. 


Be glad, and your friends are 
many 

Be sad, and you lose them all— 

There are none to decline your nec- 
tarded wine, 


But alone you must drink life’s gall.” 


Elbert Hubbard’s success story is 
even more spectacular as it is pre- 
sented by David Arnold Balch in 
“Elbert Hubbard: Genius of Roy- 
croft.” Hubbard, the son of a poor 
country doctor wore flour sack 
shirts in his boyhood. But he had 
lucky hunches. While working for 
the Larkin soap company, he orig- 
inated the idea of giving soap pre- 
miums which at once made Larkins 
a booming concern and made it pos- 
sible for Elbert Hubbard to retire 
a rich man at the age of 36. 

His next hunch was the writing of 
“Little Journeys to the Homes of 
Famous People,” the books which 
were almost a national institution 
twenty-five years ago, Another up- 
ward step on the success ladder 
was founding the Roycroft plant 
at East Aurora which employed al- 
most 500 people. In order to get rid 
of more surplus energy and pay off 
a score or two of his enemies, Hub- 
bard founded his magazine the 
“Philistine” which found readers at 
once and made him another for- 
tune. One morning at the breakfast 
table his son made a remark which 
gave Hubbard the idea of his ‘““Mes- 
sage to Garcia.” This article became |

The information sought will also 
include whether the home is owned 
or rented; number of persons in the 
household; refrigeration; fuel for 
heating; fuel used for cooking; and 
annual expenditures for utilities. 

In order to obtain a national pic- 
ture of the home indebtedness sit- 
uation, the enumerator will seek in- 
the mortgages; the 
payments thereon; real estate taxes; 
interest on the mortgage; and the
